THE KERALA COCONUT. HUSKS AND FIBRE (REGULATION 

OF MOVEMENT) ORDER , 1975 


S.R.O. No. 93,75 . — WHÉREAS the Government of Kerala are of opinion 
that it is necessary and expedient so to do for maintaining the supply of 
coconut husks and coir fibre and for securing their availability within the 
State at fair prices; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub - rules (2) and 
(3 ) of rule 114 of the Defence of India Rules, 1971, the Government of Kerala 
hereby make the following Order, namely : 


ORDER 
1 . Short title, extentand commencement.- (1) This Order may be called 
the Kerala Coconut Husks ans! Fibre (Regulation ofMovement) Order, 1975 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

( 3) It shall come into force at once. 
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Defimtions.-- In this Order, unless the context utherwise requires -- 

" Form ” means a Form appended to this Order ; 
(b ) " Husks Control Order " means the Coconut Husks Control Order, 
1973 ; 

(c) . " Inspector" means the officer appointed by the State Government 
urder clause 4 of the Husks- Control Order or any officer appointed by the 
State Government to exercise the powers of an Inspector under this Order; 

(d ) “ Licensing Officer” means the officer appointed by the State 
Government under clause 4 of the Husks Control Order ; 

(e) all other words and expressions used herein but not defined and 
defined in the Husks Control Order shall have the meanings, respectively , 
assigned to them in that Order . 

3. The Staie Government may by notification appoint such officers as 
it thinks fit to be Inspectors for the purposes of this Order and shall assign 
to them such local linits asmay be specified in such notification . 

4. Furnishing details of stock .- (1) Every person holding a licence 
under the Husks Control Order for retting husks shall before the tenth of every 
month furnish to the Licensing Officer a return specifying the quantity of 
retted husks sold by such person during the previous month and the persons 
to whom they were sold and also the stock of ſetted husks with him on the last 
day of the previous month . 

(2 ) Every person holding a licence under the Husks Control Order 
for the manufacture of fibre shall before the tenth of every month furnish to 
the Licensing Officer and to the Inspector concerned a return specifying the 
quantity of fibre sold by such person during the previous month and the persons 
to whom it was sold , and also the stock of fibre with him on the last day of the 
previous month . 

5 . Sale of fibre:-(1; No person shall sell, offer to sell, or dispose of 
in any manner fibre in excess of such quantities as may be fixed by the State 
Government by general or special order, except under the authority and in 
accordance with the terms and conditions of a perinission granted by the 
Licensing Officer in that belia !f. 

(2) An application for the gran plia permission under sub-clause 
1) shall be made to the Licensing Officer in Form A and such application 
Shall be alfixed , vrith a court fee stamp of ks... 

./3 On receipt of an application under sub -clause (2 the licensing 
Officer may, after making such inquiry, as he may consider necessary . by 
order in writing cither grant the permission or reject the app.ication : 

Provided that 1.0 application for the issue of a permission under this clause ." 
shall be rejected unless the applicant has been given a reasonable opportunity 
of showing cause against such rejection : 
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Provided further that no application for a permission shall be rejected 
if it is shown to the satisfaction of the Licensing Officer that the sale or disposal 
of fikre is necessary for the purpose of performing an export contract for the 
supply of fibre entered into before the commencement of this Order : 

Provided also that a copy of the order rejecting the application shall be 
communicated to the app.icant. 

6 . Movement permit for fibr.-- ) Licensing Officer may by 
notification , direct that with effect lion sucli date as may be specified in the 
notification , no person or dealer or holder of a licence for the manufacture of 
libre under the Husks Control Order shall move or attempt to move , transport 
ar attempt to transport or abel the movement of, or transport of fibre, except 
such quantities as may be specified in the notification for domestic use or for 
use by the members of his family, except under the authority and in 
cordance with the terms and conditions of a movement permit issued in 
that behalf by the Inspector. 

( 2 ) An application for a movement permit under sub -clause (1) shall 
be made to the Inspector in Form B and such application shall be affixed 
with a court fee stamp of Rs. 2 . 


7. Appeat.- (1). Any person aggrieved by any order of the Licensing 
Officer under the provisions of this Order may appeal in writing to the State 
Government within thirty days from the date of receipt by him of the copy of 
the order : 


Provided that the State Government may entertain an appeal after the 
expiry of the said period of thirty days if it is satisfied ihat the appellam 
was prevented by sufficient canse from filing the appeaiwithin the said period. 

(2): On receipt of an appeal under sub -clause (1), the State Govern 
ment shall, after giving the appellant an opportunity of being heard and 
after such further inquiry , asmay be necessary, pass such orders on the appeal 
as it thinks fit . 

8. Powers of entry and inspection .-- (1) The Licensing Officer ut any 
ollicer not below the rank of an Inspector authorised by him in this behall 
may, with a view to securing compliance with the provisions of this Order 
or any of the provisions of tlie Husks Control Order , by generalor by special 
order 

(al require any person, dealer or holder via licence or permission 
under the said Orders to give such information in his possession with respect 
to any business carried on by him ; 

(b ) require any person , dealer or holder of a licence or permission 
under the said Orders in writing to furnish samples of any article to which 
the said Orders apply ; 


(c) require any person, dealer or holder of a licence or permission 
under the said Orders in writing to produce books or documents belonging 
o him or under his control; 

(d) inspect or cause to be inspected any books or docuinents - in 
he possession or under the control of such persons ; 

(e) stop any scarch any vehicle , vessel or receptacle in which he 
has reason to believe that a contravention of the said Orders has been is 
being or is a cout to be contravened ; 

(1) enter and search any premises; or 

(g) seize any article to which the said Orders apply in respect of 
which he has reason to believe that a contravention of the said Orders has 
been , is being or is about to be committed and thereafter take or authorise 
the taking of all measures necessary for securing the production of stocks so 
seized in a court or for their safe custody, pending such production . 

(2) The provisions of the Code of Criminal Procedure Act, 1973 
relating to searches and seizures* shall, so far as may be, apply to searches 
and seizures under this clause. 

(3) Where the article seized under this clause or under clause 16 
of the Husks Control Order cannot be conveniently removed to the court or 
is of a perishable nature or its value may deteriorate if kept long under safe 
custody or the expenses of keeping it may exceed its value, the court may on 
the report of the officer making the seizure order its sale at the spot after 
due notice to the parties concerned . Such sale shall be conducted by the 
officer who seized it , if so permitted by the court or by such officer as the court 
may depute and the sale proceeds along with the name of the person making 
the purchase shall be submitted to the court. 

9. Fitution of price of fibre . — The Licensing Officer may, after taking into 
consideration the conditions mentioned in clause 10 of the Husks Control 
Order and on the recommendation of the Advisory Board established under 
clause 3 of that Order and with the approval of the Chairman , Coir Board , 
fix the price at which fibre may be sold .
